others stacked pasture clippings. 

Some rations recommended by 
the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion for 1,000 pound cows bred 
to freshen in tbe spring are 1. 
80 pounds of sorghum silage, 5 
pounds of grass hay and 1 pound 
of protein meal daily. 2. stack- 
ed pasture clippings. free. access 
and 1 pound of protein meal. 3. 
hours oat grazing daily. And, 
4. Twenty pounds a day of le- 
gume hay. 

Cows that calve in the fall and 
early winter will need more 
roughage 2 to 2% pounds of 
protein meal a day. 

Yearling cattle can be wintered 
to gain 34 to 34 pound daily on 
20 pounds of silage, 5 pounds of 
grain and 2 pounds of protein 
meal a day. 


When winter grazing is not avail- 


able, it might pay to creep feed 
fall dropped calves. 

The kind of meal you use should 
be determined by the price. You 
can successfully feed protein meal 
with salt. Older cattle will eat a 
stronger solution than younger 
cattle. The usual mixture for ma- 
ture cows is 2 parts of meal and 
1 part salt. Yearlings and calves 
will probably need 3 parts of meal 
to 1 of salt. Young growing cat- 
tle need more protein.
